The whey tank is a common source 
of infection at those factories where 
the whey is returnmcd io the patrons 
in the milk cans. This practice is de- 
trimental to successful Cheese making, 
but when it carnoc be arranged to 
have the whey disposed o! in some 
other way. the tanks should be kept 
ihoroughly clean in order io lessen 
the danger of contamination. They 
should be emptied at feast once a week. 

It is a well-known fact that milk 
will absorb some olors to which ii is 
exposed. Warm wilk will absorb 
odors quite as freeiy as that which has 
been covled; hence the necessity for re- 
moving it from the stable or milking 
yard as soon as possible after it is 
drawn. 

An abundant supply of pure water 
for the cows is one of the essentials 
for the production of good milk. When 
cows are compelled to drink the water 
of swamps, muddy ponds, or siugzish 
sireams and ditches in which there is 
decaying animal matter, including 
iheir own droppings, there is a con- 
Siunt menace to their health, and un- 
less ithe cows are in good health, they 
cannot give firsi-cluss milk. Moreover 
the muc, often full of foul germs, 
‘which collects on the legs, flanks and 
udders of the cows, and falls into the 
milk at the time of milking, us a direct 
source of infection which is often ower- 
looked.
